BELSEN BEASTS?’ 
TRIAL 


German Atrocities 
Corroborated 


Nobody here knows wheiher it was mere 
coincidence or. whether it was design, but however 
that may be, the first War Crimes Trial to be held 
in Germany began on Yom Kippur, cables our 
special correspondent at Luneburg, where he is 
attending the trial of Josef Kramer and 44 other 
SS. men and women before a British military 
court on charges of causing death and suffering to 
‘he inmates at the Belsen and Auschwitz (Oswiecim) 
camps, where untold thousands of Jewish martyrs 
were foully done to death:

British and American reporters are outnumbered 
by French; Belgian, Dutch, Danish and other Allied 
press representatives, all wearing battledress and war 
correspondents’ badges.

Neutrals from Sweden and Switzerland 
ive conspicuous in their civilian clothes, with armlets 
supplied by the ever-helpful British Army press 
officers.

M. LEON BLUM IN 
LONDON 


Press Conference with 
Fellow Journalists’ 


The forme: French Premier, Monsicur Leon 
Blum, looking alert and well gave a press confer- 
ence at 67, Fleet Street on Tuesday. Although, he 
said, his visit to this country was a private one, he 
did not want to leave without talking to his fellow 
pournalists. He felt, said M. Blum. that there was 
a debt of gratitude to Britain that no free man 
must ever lorect, the debt he to Britam tor 
the lone stand she took against the Nazi onslaught 
He said this without detracting in the shiehtest from 
the heroism of the Red Armes. the efforts of the 
United ‘States, or the beg in France. 
He felt coniident about the future of 
There would, of course, be difficulties for this 
country as there would be for all countries, but 
with the new sprritual and moral forces which the 
war had released he was sire that the British people 
would solve its problems 

Britain, he said, had never ceased to be a vers 
great Power in the world. and he believed that the 
material wealth which had been destroyed. here 
would be recreated under a New Order based on 
social justice, the only condition being that England 
should remain free. and he did not think there was 
any doubt about that. 


One of the Conditions of Peace 


M. Blum stressed that the great problem of the 
future waS that of peace, and all. conversations 
which he had had with people in this country had 
convinced him that that was how the British people 
saw the preblem. The co-operation of Great 
Britain and France was one of the conditions: of 


England. 


peace, now, perhaps more than ever Phe French, 
people had suficred both morally and materially 
more than they would have done if they had 


actually been fighting im the wag. To-day it was 
in a State of lragile convalescence But the hears 
of France was unchanged and could be led to the 
highest and noblest of aspirations. He urged that 
Franco-British relations should become ricre con- 
fident and intimate than they had. ever 
But he thought it would be wiser to solve any dith 
culties that there might be between them before 
going on to an alhance. He had had some expert-

1 asked M. Blum to what extent French politica! 
life had been potsoned by Nazi anti-Semitism, writes 
a CHRONICLE representative 

“It is very difficult for me to repiv.’ he sand, 
“ because | have only been back in France. toi 
such a short time, during.which | lived among my 
friends where, naturaily, there was no antt- 
Semitism. But from the theoretical point ol view, 
he added, “| beleve it 1s impossible for any 
propaganda such as that carried on by Germany 
and Vichy, with all the modern methods ol 
propaganda that were available, to leave no trace 
behind it. I believe that tt must have left some 
But I do not regard it aS a serious matte! 
I believe that what ts left of the Virus we can get 
rid of from the body politic of France. 

M. Blum was asked a question concerning 4 
report (published by a news agency in Palestine) 
that during his stay in London he had had ‘several 
private talks with members of the British Govern. 
ment concerning Palestine and Jewish asp ations 
there and that he had not received any saustactors 
reply.

JOYCE TO BE HANGE LD) 


William Joyce (Lord Haw-Haw) was found guilty 
on Wednesday of thigh. treason and was sentenced 
to be hanged. after a three-day: trial at the Old 
Bailey, over which Mr. Justice Tucker, presided. 

There were three counts in the imdictment.. but 
Joyce was found not guilty on the first two, his 
counsel successfully pleading that the prisoner was 
an American citizen. It was on the third count 
that of traitorously adhering to the King’s 
enemies in Germany by broadcasting propaganda 
beiween September 18, 1939, and July 2, 1940 (the 
period during which his British passport was valid) 
that Joyce was found guilty. 

It is understood that an appeal against the sen- 
tence has been lodged. 

Joyce’s broadcasts from Germany often took 
the form of foul and scurrilous attacks against the 
Jews.

* The most extensive reports in the press hardly 
convey the real picture of the horror which ofe 
witnesses in the Maidanek camp even. to-day,”” said 
Mr. Arthur Bliss Lane, United States Ambassador 
to Poland. upon his return to Warsaw from a visit 
to the infamous death camp 

Mr. Lane brought with him ashes from the 
crematoria and toys left behind by children who 
were thrown imto the furnaces. . He is sending these 
to the United States.to be displayed in a projected 
exhibition on German and Japanese atrocities. 

Mr. Lane's visit coincided: with Maidaneck 
Week,” which was observed in Warsaw. Lublin. 
Cracow, and other towns by meetings and exhibi- 
tions depicting the Maidanek horrors. The meeting 
in. Maidanek itself was attended by 20,000 people, 
including high Government officiais.

THE ARAB CIRCUS 
Claim to Jewish Dollar Funds 


THe Jewisu CHRONICLE recently reported one of 
the most amazing pieces of effrontery ever heard 
of—the claim now being made by Arab Chambers 
of Commerce in Palestine, backed by the political 

arties, to a share in the dollar funds held in the 
United States by local Jewish public and national! 
institutions (writes our Jerusalem correspondent). 
I can now amplify that report. . 

This is the position. Several millions of dollars 
are held in the U.S.A’ by the Jewish Agency out 
of funds contributed by American Jewry to the 
Palestine Foundation Fund, Jewish National Fund. 
Hadassah Medical Organisation, and other public 
financing bodies which are an integral part of the 
Jewish national constructive effort. Instead of 
having these dollars sent out to Palestine, where 
they would be placed into the general pool and 
converted into sterling, with various Middle East 
countries (such as Iraq and Transjordan) getting 
a share, the Jewish Agency obtained permission 
for the dollars to be held on its account in the 
States, and intends using the funds in payment for 
goods needed from American manufacturers. such 
as agricultural machinery and equipment, irrigation 
apparatus and piping, etc. 

The Arab Chamber of Commerce at Jaffa sud- 
denly raised a hue and cry, saying that, by allowing 
the Jewish Agency to pay for such goods in dollar 
in America, the Palestine Government was endow- 
ing the Jews with an unfair commercial advantage 
over the Arabs. The Chamber and other Arab 
bodies argued thai Jews were thus able to become 
the local agents of American manufacturers. In 
a memorandum to the Government it said that 
Jewish merchants would thus obtain control’ of 
local markets, and demanded that the money 
collected by the Jewish national funds in the U.S 
should be paid in Palestine io Palestine pounds. 
and the dollars collected should be allotted to the 
two communities in their numerical proportion— 
1.e., two to one against the Jews! In other words. 
the Arab politicians who support this claim, while 
denying the political rights-of the Jewish people 
in. Palestine, aré not averse to having a share in 
the money specifically contributed by Jews abroad 
to sponsor the economic development which 1 
part. and parcel of the political effort. 


The Transjordan™ Black Market 


Meanwhile, there js the interesting. situation of 
merchants m Transjordan about which | reported 
in- THe JewtsH CHRONICLE the other week. Without 
earning a single dollar—it has no industrial exports 
to the United States or Canada, and certainly no 
contributions to its private or public funds in 
these countries—Transjordan was this year allotted 
$2,000,000 out of the general exchange poo! in the 
Middle East. Its merchants were given permission 
by..the Middle East. Supply Centre 
goods like Cellophane, over. ten 
tain pens, and huge quantities of textiles. It could 
use very little of these goods itself and naturally 
the surplus found its way into Palestine and Syita 
at black-market prices. hese countries are not 
allowed to import such goods directly in quantities 
sufficient to meet their own. local nceds 

Thus, Transjordan profits both ways: first, by 
getting dollars out of all proportion -to its contri- 
bution to the general exchange pool; secondly, 
by earning large profits on black-market operations 
in the goods bought with such dollars. Could 
a more ludicrous situation be found? 


VATICAN AND JEWISH 
CHILDREN 


Assurance of Their Return to Jews 


A representative of the Vatican, Monsignor 
Arthur Hughes, who has arrived in Jerusalem on a 


‘visit, has told a representative of the Hebrew .news- 


paper Hapoxer that all Jewish children in Europe 
who had been sheltered by Catholic institutions 
during the Nazi extermination hunt will be restored, 
not only to their parents, but also to any Jewish 
institution or individual prepared to receive them. 
The Catholic Church, Monsignor Hughes said, 
will not exploit the adverse position which has over- 
taken the Jews of Europe, and will not procure the 
conversion of children entrusted to its care. 


“LEAFLET” BOMBS EXPLODE 


Leaflet bombs containing a political manifesto. 

published, it is alleged, by the Irgun, exploded early 
on Saturday evening in various Jewish quarters 
and in the centre of Tel-Aviv. In Jerusalem tw6d 
Jews, one of them a nine-year-old boy, receive.

MORE REFUGEES REACH HOME 


Three hundred and forty-one immigrants arrived 
at Haifa last week on board the Portuguese steamer 
Lima. They were refugees from Switzerland and 
Unrra camps in North Africa, and some of them 
were formerly inmates of the Bergen-Belsen con- 
centration camp, Among them were 130 Chalutzim 
and 75 children. 

A party of 36 immigrants, who were formerly 
in the concentration camp at Bergen-Belsen, arrived 
the day before from an Unrra camp in Algiers. 

With the arrival of the immigrants on board the 
Lima all certificates for Western and Central Europe 
in the possession of the Jewish Agency have been 


‘disposed of, and all the holders of those certificaics 


have reached Palestine (reports Palcor). Unless a 
new quota is granted by the Government, immigra- 
tion. will be virtually suspended. 


A NOTE OF CAUTION 


No Government Decision Yet, 


The Jewish Agency in Jerusalem has issued the 
following statement: 

“Numerous reports have recently reached 
Palestine concerning the Government's mientions 
regarding the future of Palestine. The Jewish 
Agency in Jerusalem is reliably informed that no 
decision whatsoever has yet been taken by 
Government on this question, The Jewish Agency 
in London is in close communication with the 
Government and will continue to do its utmost to 
secure a favourable decision, which, i is hoped, 
will not be long delayed. 

“ In the meantime the public should regard with 
reserve any information not emanating from 
authentic Jewish sources or from the Government 
itself. The Jewish Agency will do its best to keep 
-the public informed on any important develop- 
ments. 


KINDLY TREATMENT OF 
REFUGEE IMMIGRANTS 
Sympathy of British Ship’s Crew and

Bystanders at.the Athlit railway station, where 
the immigrants arrived from Haifa, were impressed 
by the exceptional kindness of the British constables

Senator’s Appeal to Britain 


A strong plea for the fulfilment of the promises 
made to the Jews regarding their future in Palestine 
was made by Senator Robert F. Wagner in a nation- 
wide broadcast last week (states a Washington 
message). 

Accusing the British Government: of being 
“faithless * to its promise regarding Palestine, 
Senator Wagner warned Great Britain that the con- 
tinuation of her present policy would cause ha to 
suffer, “ There is no longer any danger, no longer 
any expediency, no longer any political necessity to 
justify continuation of that British breach of faith,” 
said. “ Britain's present policies towards 
Palestine do not commend themselves in the cen- 
tury of the common man™ He appealed to the 
British Government “ immediately to take all 
necessary steps so that Palestine may be the kind 
of Jewish homeland which the Jews have worked 
and made sacrifices to make it.” 

Declaring this to be. an American as well as a 
British obligation, Senator Wagner recalled the Con- 
peas resolution of 1922 in support of the 
ewish National Home in Palestine and urged Con- 
gress to adopt a resolution “ stronger and more 
positive than the first." He added that “ we should 
make every feasible representation to the British 
Government,”’ 

Senator Wagner called for the “ maximum justice 
to the Jews,”’ stressing the contributions 
they have made towards the llied victory 
“ Palestine is the core of the whole question of 
justice to the Jews,” he declared.

EX-B.U.F. MAN ACCUSED OF 


TREACHERY 


Court Martial Findings to be 
Promulgated 


Fhe court martial of Private Theodore . John 
William Schurch, of the R.A.S.C., a former mem- 
ber of the B.U.F.. who last week objected to Major 
Holland being a member of. the court on. the 
erounds that the major was a Jew, was concluded 
on Monday after a three-hour hearing. Schurch 
was hefore the court on nine charges of treachery 
and one of desertion with intent to join the enemy. 

After an absence of 20 minutes. the court in- 
formed Schurch that their findings would be pro- 
mulgated. 

Major R. A. L.. Hillard, prosecuting, said that 
im seven cases the prosecution alleged that Schurch 
mixed intentionally with British prisoners of war 
held in enemy hands. obtained information from 
them and handed i to the enemy. 

In an alleged statement, which the prosecution 


_ said was made by Schurch, he claimed that he was 


a Swiss subject born in London. 

The alleged statement Went on to say that Schurch, 
with the idea of getting across the lines and con- 
tacting Italian intelligence, began agitating for post- 
ing to a front hne unit. 

The -prosecunon alleged that he had also worked 
for the Germans, and on several occasions posed 
as a British prisoner im civilian clothes to obtain 
information. 

Schurch, in evidence, said that he - joings the 
British Union of Fascists as a boy because he was 
persecuted at school on account of his German- 
Swiss name. He only gave the Italians information 
which he knew they already had. He never gave 
accurate information to the enemy. 

Licutenant Brands, for the defence, said Schurch 
was introduced into the British Union of Fascists 
when he was 16 and rapidly assimilated — their 
doctrines, * 

“ Many more illustrious people than himself held 
these views. On the orders of the Fascist Union he 
joined the British Army, and on the order of the 
Fascist Unton he went overseas. 

“ He had to do the dirty work for others who 
are going free.” He was a poor, uneducated fool 


who was caught young when he knew no better 
and jockeyed into a position from which he could 
not recover, :

The court assumed that the accused did not fully 
realise that because of the action he had instigated 
the Jews would lose their lives, as at that time 
the German treatment of the Jews in -lethal 
chambers, etc... was not so gencrally known as was 
later the case. 

But in any case, knowledge of the German per- 
secution of the Jews was even at that time so 
widespread that the court considered accused's 
behaviour in that connection should be punished 
in accordance with Section 239 of the Pena! Code. 
[This section deals with manslaughter] 

Two of the judges dissented and demanded 
that he should be sentenced as an accessory to 
murder, in accordance with Section 233 of the 
Penal Code.

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SHANGHAI REFUGEES SET 
FREE 


Refused to Co-operate With Japs 


About one-third of the 14,000 Jewish refugees 
who have just been released from internment after 
the surrender of the Japanese garrison want to 
remain in China and practise their professions or 

n small businesses, states a J.T.A. report from 
Shanghai. Approximately 5,000 want to be re- 
patriated, and the remainder are anxious to emi- 
grate to Palestine, 

There is great hardship among the refugees still 
living in the Hongkew ghetto, where they were 
confined by the Japanese. Ihey are being fed at 
seven public kitchens and each receives a small 
allowance from the Joint Distribution Commitice 
of America. Many of the refugees are doctors and 
dertists from Germany and Austria, and their ser- 
yicee would be in great demand if they could raise 
funds to establish surgeries and secure equipment. 

The story of the resistance of the refugees to 
Japanese officials who wanted them to “co-operate” 
in distributing anti-American propaganda has now 
heen revealed, the report adds. Shortly after Pear! 
Harbour a Japanese naval captain named Inuzuka 
appeared in Shanghai. He summoned the leaders 
of the refugee Community and urged them to send 
cables through neutral channels to Jews im the 
United States in an attempt to create pro-Japanese 
sympathies among American Jewry. The -Jewish 
leaders refused. who was well-versed in 
Jewish affairs, promised to get them relief funds 
from the Japanese Government if they agreed, and 
threatened them with extermination if they did not, 
but the refugee leaders ignored the threat. 

Mr. Manuel Siege!, representative of the “ Joint.” 
persuaded a friend on the SHANGHAI TIMEs to write 
an article stating that the, refugees were a local 
problem since, if denied food and hospital treat- 
ment. disease would spread from them throughout 
the city. After publication of the article the 
Japanese Consul came to Mr. Siegel and warned 
him he would be thrown into the notorious Bridge 
House Prison should further stories of this kind 
appear in the press. He declared the refugees were 
not a local, but an American-Jewish problem. 

Shortly afterwards Mr. Siegel and his co-worker, 
Miss Laura Margolis, were sent to the refugee can- 
centration camp in the Hongkew district. where 
‘he residents were manhandled and underfed, and 
where many of them fell ill. 


About 8.000 of the released Jews crowded into 
seven large rooms which had. been cleared of turni- 
ture to attend Yom Kippur services. Many of .the 
worshippers wore the prayer-shawls they had taken 
with them when they fled their native lands. The 
services were conducted by prominent Polish 
Rabbis and by Cantor Warschauer, of Berlin. 


“The Jewish refugees in Shanghai and in the 
rest of China need have no fear as to their future 
the country,”” Dr. Y. S. Chen, Chinese Minister 
in London, told an Agudist deputation with whom 
he discussed future welfare work on behalf of 
Jewish refugees in China. 

The Minister also told the deputation, which con- 
sisted of Mr. H. A. Goodman and Mr. M. R 
Soringer. that the jurisdiction. of the Chinese 
Government in Shanghai would in due course also 
extend to the present French Concession and the 
International Settlement. where the majority of the 


refugees were living. Measures would be taken to 
facilitate relief from abroad for the Jewish popula- 
tion

‘o emigrate to Palestine or other countries,. the 
Miniter added, Nor would there be any restric- 
tions on further Jewish immigration to China

WAR REFUGEE BOARD WOUND UP 

The United States War Refugee Board, set up 
by the late President Roosevelt to save as many 
Jews and other political victims of the Nazis as 
possible from extermination, was wound up last 
Saturday by order of President Truman. . 

The President praised the Board for rescuing 
hundreds of thousands of the “ persecuted minorr 
ties of Europe in imminent danger of death from 
the Nazis because of their race, religion, or political 
belief,” and went.on to say: “ The tremendous 
effort which went into saving these lives will have 
deen in vain unless steps are taken for the imme- 
diate rehabilitation of these survivors of Nazi 
savagery as well as for a humane international 
solution of the problem of their ultimate resettle- 
ment.”

leading prosecutor, who in a two-hour address 
submitted facts which completed the already weoil- 
known account of what has been happening in 
Central Europe for the past five years, dispelled 
any such doubis. It is fully expected that ever 
in its limited form, this, the first War Crimes Trial, 
will be a powerful indictment of Fascism, Nazism 
and anti-Semitism. 

The whole of both the morning and afternoon 
Sessions at Tuesday's hearing were taken up by 
the evidence and. cross-examination of Brigadie: 


Giyn Hughes. Vice-Director of Medical Services, 
B.A.O.R.. and the first witness for the prosecution. 


The prisoners listened -attentively to the evidence, 
which was translated word by word into German 
and Polish. Their faces were set in sullen defiance 
and displayed no sign of human emotion or even 
remorse. One of the accused women, however, did 
momentarily faint. 

Brigadier Hughes took over the medical super- 
vision of Belsen camp on April 15. Although a 
seasoned soldier. he is reliably reported as break- 
mg down when he entered one of the wooden 
huts meant to accommodate 100 people, but into 
which 1,000 had been crammed. 

“ Among all the horrors of war. I have seen 
hothing comparable with Belsen.”’ was one of his 
statements 


Atrocities Confirmed 


His evidence confirmed everything that has been 
Said or written about Nazi concentration camps 
Given on oath in the witness-box of a British court. 
this evidence should establish for all time that these 
fepoms represent the truth and nothing but the 
truth. 

Requested to identify photographs taken  im- 
mediately after the entry of British troops. into 
Belsen, Brigadier Hughes stated: “ There is one 
thing that pictures cannot convey, and that is the 
smell.” 

Prisoners, witness said, had been without bread 
or water for fully a fortnight. It was no wonder 
that typhus, which had been brought by a trans- 
port from Hungary.on February 5, raged among 
prisoners who were. incapable of physical resistance 
to the disease. In a.very short time, Brigadier 
Hughes went on, thousands became too weak to 
leave their bunks—even to- relieve themselves. 

Numbers of Red Cross parcels from Jewish 
Organisations, the evidence reveaied, were found in 
storerooms. They. had withheld from the 
starving . Jewish inmates lives they might 
have saved. 

Cabling from Luneburg on Wednesday night, our 
special correspondent adds:

Indeed 
it must have been a great “ relief for some people 
to have been enabled to cet rid of some of this

The truth of the matter is that no such plebiscite 
was’ taken, and, furthermore. there are not 800

QUESTION 


Senator’s Appeal to Britain 


A strong plea for the fulfilment of the promises 
made to the Jews regarding their future in Palestine 
was made by Senator Robert F. Wagner in a nation- 
wide broadcast last week (states a Washington 
message). 

Accusing the British Government: of being 
“faithless” to its promise regarding Palestine, 
Senator Wagner warned Great Britain that the con- 
tinuation of bet present policy would cause ha@ to 
suffer, “* There is no longer any danger, no longer 
any expediency, no longer any political necessity to 
justify continuation of that British breach of faith,” 
said. “ Britain's present policies towards 
Palestine do not commend themselves in the cen- 
tury of the common man™ He appealed to the 
British Government “ immediately to take all 
necessary steps so that Palestine may be the kind 
of Jewish homeland which the Jews have worked 
and made sacrifices to make it.” 

Declaring this to be. an American as well as a 
British obligation, Senator Wagner recalled the Con- 
—- resolution of 1922 in support of the 

ewish National Home in Palestine and urged Con- 

gress to adopt a resolution “ stronger and more 
positive than the first.” He added that “ we should 
make every feasible representation to the British 
Government.” 

Senator Wagner called for the “ maximum justice 
to the Jews,”’ stressing the contributions 
they have made towards the llied victory 
“ Palestine is the core of the whole question of 
justice to the Jews,” he declared. 


AMERICAN K.H. SENDS $1,000,000 


The American Palestine Foundation Fund (Keren 
Hayesod) recently sent the first million-dollar 


- cheque in its 25 years’ existence to Palestine, accord- 


ing to a statement made by Mr. Sol Reiter, of New- 
burgh, N.Y., Acting President of the Fund. He 
announced that this represented a partial payment 
on the 1945 collections in the U:S.A.

EX-B.U.F. MAN ACCUSED OF 
TREACHERY 


Court Martial Findings to be 
Promulgated 


The court martial of Private Theodore John 


William Schurch, of the R.A.S.C.. a former mem- 


ber of the B.U.F.; who last weck objected to Major 
Holland. being a member of the court on. the 
grounds that the major was a Jew, was concluded 
on Monday after a three-hour hearing. Schurch 
was before the court on nine charges of treachery 
and one of desertion with intent to join the enemy. 

After an absence of 20 minutes. the court in- 
formed Schurch that their findings would be pro- 
mulgated. 

Major R. A. L. Hillard, prosecuting, said that 
in. seven cases the prosecution alleged that Schurch 
mixed intentionally with British prisoners of war 
held in enemy hands, obtained information from 
them and handed it to the enemy. 

In an alleged statement, which the prosecution 
said was made by Schurch, he claimed that he was 
a Swiss subject born in London. 

The alleged statement Went on to say that Schurch, 
with the idea of getting across the lines and con- 
tacting Italian intelligence, began agitating for post- 
ing to a front line unit. 

The prosecution alleged that he had also worked 
for the Germans, and on several occasions posed 
as a British prisoner in civilian clothes to obtain 
information. 

Schurch, in evidence, said that he = join the 
British Union of Fascists as a boy because he was 
persecuted at school on account of his German- 
Swiss name. He only gave the lialians information 
which he knew they already had. He never gave 
accurate information to the enemy. 

Lieutenant Brands, for the defence, said Schurch 
was introduced into the British Union of Fascists 
when he was 16 and rapidly assimilated their 
doctrines. 

“ Many more illustrious people than himself held 
these views. On the orders of the Fascist Union he 
joined the British Army, and on the order of the 
Fascist Union he went overseas. 

“ He had to do the dirty work for others who 
are going free.”” He was a poor, uneducated fool 


who was caught young when he knew no better 
and jockeyed into a position from which he could 


not recover. <

Only 12 Survivors 


The Jews, the Judge recalled, had been trans. 
ported to Germany in two groups to the number 
of about 1,000, only 12 of whom returned alive. 

The court regarded it as having been proved that 
the accused had been concerned in the consum. 
mation of the persecution of the Jews; and it- was 
patent that this had been carried out much more 
won ge than, for instance, was the case in Den. 
mark. 

Accused had alleged that he had not known that 
the Jews had been maltreated in Germany, nor had 
he thought that they were to be sent there, but 
the court came to the conclusion that accused did 
understand that the Jews were to be deported: and 
that he had miade no attempt to prevent th 
dispatch of the second ag after a large riumber 
had already been sent on the s.s. Donau 


The court assumed that the accused did not fully 


realise that because of the action he had instigated 
the Jews would lose their lives, as at that time 
the German treatment ‘of the Jews in lethal 
chambers, etc., was not so gencrally known as was 
later the case. 

But in any case, knowledge of the German per- 
secution of the Jews was even at that time so 
widespread that the court considered accused's 
behaviour in that connection should be punished 
in accordance with Section 239 of the Penal Code. 
[This section deals with manslaughter] 

Two. of the judges dissented and demanded 
that he should be sentenced as an accessory to 
murder, in accordance with Section 233 of the 
Penal Code. 


HOLY-DAY SERVICES IN BERLIN 
Allied Soldiers and German Jewish Policemen 


For the first. time since the infamous November. 
1938, pogrom, when, among other of their crimes. 
the Nazis burnt the Berlin Synagogues, the sound

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SHANGHAI REFUGEES SET 
FREE 


Refused to Co-operate With Japs 


About one-third of the 14,000 Jewish refugees 
who have just been released from internment after 
fhe surrender of the Japanese garrison want to 
remain in China and practise their professions or 

n small businesses, states a J.T.A. report from 
Shanghai. Approximately 5,000 want to be re- 
patriated, and the remainder are anxious to emi- 
erate to Palestine. 
~ There is great hardship among the refugees still 
living in the Hongkew ghetto, where they were 
confined by the Japanese. Ihey are being fed at 
seven public kitchens and each receives a small 
allowance from the Joint Distnbution Commitice 
of America. Many of the refugees are doctors and 
dertists from Germany and Austria, and their ser- 
vices would be in great demand if they could raise 
funds to establish surgeries and secure equipment. 

The story of the resistance of the refugees to 
Japanese officials who wanted them to “co-operate” 
in distributing anti-American propaganda has now 
heen revealed, the report adds. Shortly after Pear] 
Harbour a Japanese naval captain named Inuzuka 
appeared in Shanghai. He summoned the leaders 
of the refugee community and urged them to send 
cables through .neutral channels to Jews in the 
United States in an attempt to create pro-Japancse 
sympathies among American Jewry. The -Jewish 
leaders refused. Inuzuka, who was well-versed in 
Jewish affairs, promised to get them relief funds 
from the Japanese Government if they agreed, and 
threatened them with extermination 1f they did not, 
hut the refugee leaders ignored the threat. 

Mr. Manuel Siegel, representative of the “* Joint,” 
persuaded a friend on the SHANGHAI TIMEs to write 
an article stating that the refugees were a local 
problem since, if denied food and hospital treat- 
ment. disease would spread from them throughout 
the city. After publication of the article the 
Japanese Consul came to Mr. Siegel and warned 
him he would be thrown into the notorious Bridge 
House Prison should further stories of thts kind 
appear in the press. He declared the refugees were 
not a local, but an American-Jewish problem. 

Shortly afterwards Mr. Siegel and his co-worker, 
Miss Laura Margolis, were sent to the retugee con- 
centration camp in the Hongkew district. where 
the residents were manhandled and underfed, and 
where many of them fell ill. 


About 8,000 of the released Jews crowded into 
seven large rooms which had been cleared of turni- 
ture to attend Yom Kippur services. Many of the 
worshippers wore the prayer-shawls they had taken 
with them when they fled their native lands. Ihe 
services were conducted by prominent. Polish 
Rabbis and by Cantor Warschauer, of Berlin. 


“The Jewish refugees in Shanghai and in the 
rest of China need have no fear as to their future 
in the country,” Dr. Y. S. Chen, Chinese Minister 
in London, told an Agudist deputation with whom 
he discussed futire welfare work on behalf of 
Jewish refugees in China, ' 

The Minister also told the deputation, which con- 
sisted of Mr. H. A. Goodman and Mr. M. R 
Springer, that the jurisdiction of the Chinese 
Government in Shanghai wouki in due course also 
exiend to the present French Concession and the 
International Settlement;.where the majority of the 
refugees were living. Measures would be taken to 
facilitate relief from abroad for the Jewish popula- 
tion 

No diliculties would be made tor those wishing. 
(a emigrate to Palestine or other countries, the 
Mintster added. Nor would there be any restric- 
trons on further Jewish immigration to China. 

Jewish refugees of German origin, the Minister, 
declared, would naturally be treated as friendly 
and not as enemy nationals. He gave an assurance

leading prosecutor, who in a two-hour address 
submitted facts which completed the already well- 
known account of what om been happening in 
Central Europe for the past five years, dispelled 
any such doubts. It is fully expected that even 
in its limited form, this, the first War Crimes Trial, 
will be a powerful indictment of Fascism, Nazism 
and anti-Semitism. 

The whole of both the morning and afternoon 
Sessions at Tuesday's hearing were taken up by 
the evidence and. cross-examination of Brigadier 
Glyn Hughes, Vice-Director of Medical Services, 
B.A.O.R.. and the first witness for the prosecution 

The prisoners listened attentively to the evidence, 
which was transiated word by word into German 
and Polish. Their faces were set in sullen defiance 
and displayed no sign of human emotion or even 
remorse. One of the accused women, however, did 
momentarily faint. 

Brigadier Hughes took over the medical super- 
vision of Belsen camp on April 15. Although a 
seasoned soldier. he is reliably reported as break- 
ing down when he entered one of the wooden 
huts meant to accommodate 100 people, but into 
which 1,000 had been crammed 

" Among all the horrors of war. I have seen 
nothing comparable with Belsen.”’ was one of his 
statements. 


Atrocities Confirmed 

His evidence confirmed everything that has been 
Said or written about Nazi concentration camps 
Given on oath in the witness-box of a British court. 
this evidence should establish for all time that these 
reports represent the truth and nothing but the 
truth, 

Requested to identify photographs taken im- 
mediately after the entry of British troops into 
Belsen. Brigadier Hughes stated: “ There is one 
thing that pictures cannot convey, and that is the 
smell.” 

Prisoners, witness said; had been’ without bread 
or water for fully a fortnight. 
that typhus, which had been brought by a trans- 
port from Hungary on February 45, raged amone 
prisoners who were incapable of physical resistance 
to the disease. In a very short time, Brigadie 
Hughes went on, thousands became too weak to 
leave their bunks-—even to relieve themselves 

Numbers. of Red Cross parcels from Jewish 
Organisations, the evidence reveaied, ‘were found in 
storcrooms. They had been withheld from the 
starving Jewish immates whose lives ‘they might 
have saved 

Cabling from Luneburg on Wednesday night, our 
special correspondent adds: 

The court to-day continued iis hearing of evi- 
dence concerning conditions in the camp. Brigadier 
Hughes. who was again examined this morning. 
added further important details to his previous 
evidence. 

An affidavit by Colonel Alexander Johnson, who 
took over the medical administration of the camp, 
also supplied much detailed information. 

Captain D. J. Sington, of the Intelligence Corps. 
the first Britesh officer to arrive in Belsen. was the 
next witness for the prosecution His evidence 
made a deep impression, particularly upon the 
German General, von Lochau, who motored from 
the place where he lived in retirement near Lune- 
burg to attend the trial as a member of the public. 


German General Impressed 


Talking to him, I found him full of admiration 
for the scrupulous fairness of British justice. He 
was, he said, ready completely to forget the military 
and poljtical aims of Nazi Germany. 

He nevertheless asserted. thar the Nazi regime 
Rad also done some very good things, as, for 
instance, abolishing unemployment, 

| reminded him very torcefully that tull employ- 
ment through rearmament, which was the method 
adopted by Hitler, was not a matter for the admira- 
tion of people outside Germany. 

Some former. Social Democrats who have been 
appointed Burgamasters and justices durmg the past 
week, and who are also attending the trial as 
spectators, were able to get a clearer conception 
of British methods. 

Altogether, the people here do not seem fully to 
realise the position into which they: have landed 
themselves.- So far, 1 hdve found very few who 
appear to have drawn the correct conclusions -from 
the fact that twice in a single generation has Ger- 
many forced practically the wholé: world into 
forming an alliance against her. These few, how- 
éver, do scem genuinely prepared to. reconsider 
fundamentals and to try and persuade their fellow- 
chizens to do likewise. 


SHOFAR SOUNDED IN JAPAN 


- For the first time in history the Land of the 
Rising Sun heard the. sound of the Shofar, blown 
by an American Jewish soldier at the end of the 
Yom Kippur service in Yokohama. Theservices were 
held at the Presbyterian Church, the oldest in Japan, 
which had been placed at the disposal of Jgwish 
members of the American Forces by the Pastor. 
Several hundred officers and men attended. 


Chaplain Morris Adler, of Detroit, who officiated, | 


recited a prayer for those of all creeds who fell 
in the war. 

Some of the soldiers, sailors, and marines who 
attended the Kol Nidre service on Sunday night 
and Monday's all-day service carried side-arms. 


EGYPTIAN HOSPITALITY ! 


Writing in the Egyptian periodical AKHBAR EL 
Yom, Ahmed el Sawi makes this pitiful plea to 
the British and American headquarters in connec- 
tion with the house shortage: 

**'We who have co-operated cordially with the 
Allies, who have helped entertain their officers 
and soldiers, who have treated them as friends, 
may ask their commanders to hasten the evacua- 
tion of flats occupied by them in the centre of the 
capital and in the suburbs. We need to return to 
a normal life in order to be able to work in a 
tolerable atmosphere. It remains for us to say 
to Allies who occupy our lodgmgs, ‘ You have 
honoured us ... so long ...A thousand times 
good-bye.’

CAMP CONDITIONS 


In the course of a letter on the subject of the 
Jewish inmates of the German camps, the Rev. L 
H. Hardman, C.F.. writes: 

i carnestly desire to warn all lovers of humanity 
that it is the firm belief of the doctors in Belsen 
that many will die this winter unless sufficient fuel. 
fats, and warm clothing are forthcoming So 
far, the quality of the dothine sent by our fcllow 
Jews from Emgland has been very poor and to a 
large cxtent only fit for rags. The clothing cam- 
paign has-been rightly designated “ relief.” Indeed 
it must have been a great “ relief ” for some people 
to have been enabled to get rid of some of this 
stuff. It would be very interesting to learn how 
many of these people are convinced that their 
“ measure of relicf brings them within the cate. 
gory of the declaration, “ Repentance, Prayer, and 
Charity will avert the evil decree”! 

Despite the press boosting Belsen as an example 
of the wonderful work “ somebody ™ is doing, it is 
apparent to the one who doesn't judge an apple 
by its skin that the seemingly healthy ones are 
still sick, both physically and mentally. Morcover, 
the heartrending cry, “ When are we eetting out of 
here?” still pierces eardrums of those whoa have 
ears and want to hear. In this connection, may I pro- 
test against a statement made by the Jewish World 
News Agency quoted in the August 31 issue of 
JewisH Curonicie, which | consider to be a 
Shameful lie. You quoted their report of a 
plebiscite recently carried out among the Polish 
Jews in Belsen which ascertained that some 60 


per cent voted for a return to Poland. and that’ 


S800. Polish Jewish children were to be repatriated. 
Ihe truth of the matter is that no such plebiscite 
was taken, and, furthermore, there are not 800 
Polish children. Because of this fact | would have

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MANKIND IN BOOTHS 


TO-NIGHT we enter upon one of the loveliest of the 
Jewish Festivals, the great occasion for man’s thankfulness 
to the Almighty for the fruits of the earth which He has 
brought forth for our sustenance. As the Jew celebrates 
this solemn but happy thanksgiving Feast beneath the 
slender shelter of his Succah, he is inevitably invited to 
contemplate the startling fragility of the whole complex 
of operations upon which men in all parts depend for their 
daily bread. Only recently there was gathered in London 
a meeting of international delegates to bear witness to the 
precariousness of the human food supply, and grim forecasts 
were uttered of the perilously near ‘approach of stark 
famine to many areas of the world, while even in this 
relatively fortunate land of England.it has been made 
plain that Peace came a long, long time before her almost as 
beloved companion, Plenty. 7 

But the fragility, the insecurity of human affairs, so 
profoundly symbolised in the Succah, is not confined to 
matters of mere physical human provision, truly urgent 
though they be at this moment, of food and fuel and 
clothing, of shelter and of transport. As though such 
basic and immediate problems were not enough, we have 
had this week a corner of the veil turned back which ts 
screening from public view the proceedings of the 
Foreign Ministers’ Conference at Lancaster House. Foreign 
Minister MeLoTtov, the able and energetic representative of 
Russia at the: Conference, called at short notice a press 
conference at the Russian Embassy on Tuesday. Whatever 
else may be placed by way of interpretation on his words, 
they were a clear indication that relations between. the 
great Powers had already moved far away from that spirit 
of broadminded understanding and willing comradeship 
whereby alone the free peoples were able to withstand and 
defeat the efforts of their adversaries, to enslave them. 
Lack of trust is poisoning relations between the Great 
Powers, [here is general belief that free and freely 
educated democracies do not, in the present conditions of 
warlare, aggress. But none of the Great Powers trusts 
the others’: pelitical systems—and that ts,the basis of the 
present trouble. 

It is difficult precisely to estimate the significance of the 
sly—almost arch—hint which the Russian. statesman 
dropped concerning Russia’s ambitions in the Mediter- 
ranean strategical area. He made it plain that his country 
had its eye on some sort of Mandatory position ~ in 
Tripolitania and Eritrea. | This may have been an astute 
diplomatic counter thrown down in advance with the object 
of subsequent barter. It may have been designed in 
conjunction with other .moves as a subtle yet bold essay 
to test precisely how much real damage Anglo-American 
relations had suffered after the creaking burden they had 
borne from recent American economic policy, or even 
to reveal by indirect means precisely how far the United 
States had progressed in her grasp of international affairs 
since the comparatively recent date when she emerged from 
the ideology of security m isolation. 

Iwo supreme Jewish interests are inevitably involved in 
the subject of M. Motorov’s skilful hints; peace, which 
has been shown to matter if possible even more to scattered, 
helpless, decimated Jewry than to the rest of humanity, and 
the Middle East, in which ts centred every Jewish hope of 
normal, vital, and honourable Jewish survival. As for 
the testimony which his indications provided to the 
enormous difficulty of establishing anything like a solid 
structure of world peace, they caused at least one journal 
to exclaim.in surely justifiable horror, for blocs’ 
and “spheres of influence dominate the meetings of the 
Statesmen, Ihe common man can. but exclaim, Good 
God!” But if they have succeeded in brushing aside, how- 
ever painfully, false notions of security and dangerous 
delusions concerning the progress of a solid world peace 
Structure, they were much better said and said publicly. 

There 1s, however, a positive as well as a negative side 
to the matters to which M. MoLotov’s words have drawn 
the public’s attention. It was not only the brutal threat 
of a common fate which produced the amaxing comradeship 
of spirit in the Allied Coalition against the Nazi Fascist 
power. ~ It was the positive factor of a common objective 
and a common goal. [he sudden achievement of that 
goal has left nothing in its place, for no statesman of genius 
has yet arisen to endow the establishment of peace with 
the same. gallant enthusiasm, let alone the same. urgency, 
as attached to the fight for victory over our recent foes. 
*artly this is due to the very nature of the task of Peace, 
which is seen, so to speak, as all apex and no base. Military 
victory was constantly viewed through a complex mass of 


intermediary problems which demanded positive solution. . 


Every one of those intermediaries was regarded by. the 
Statesmen’s minds with the same urgency and enthusiasm. 
But in the struggle for peace the positive intermediary steps 
have not so far been made luminous with these qualities. 
[his consideration is illustrated in the Mediterranean 
situation towards which Mr. Molotov’s words have, perhaps 
ncomfortably, jolted men’s minds. It is not enough merely 

) exclaim in horror against “ blocs ” and “ spheres of in- 
uence.”

selfish and stuffy attempt at guarding the status quo, or as 
much of it as has survived the wreck, is no alternative, What 
mankind is crying out for is a bold and imaginative lead 
in positive action to meet the requirements of the spheres 
where “ influencing” is sought; a bold and single-minded 
determination to enable each “ sphere ™ to play its part, not 
in the bolstering up of this or that system of “ blocs,” but 
in building the splendid pyramid of world peace and world 
co-operation. In each case the approach should be not so 
much “ What can be done to pacify the most dangerous 
factors?” but “ What is the maximum burden each factor 
can bear in the work for world peace?” 

The case of Palestine, lying in the very bosom of the area 
treated by M. Molotov, provides a vivid example of positive 
opportunities as opposed to negative contrivances. Here, a 
little country was recognised in 1917 by imaginative states- 
manship as capable of bearing a pre-eminent share in solving 
an aching world problem. The far-seeing practical scheme 
for Jewish national rehabilitation envisaged in the Balfour 
Declaration has more than once been described by that 
wisest of statesmen, General Smuts, as the single positive 
benefit to mankind which emerged from the Peace Treaties 
after 1918. Here is a job ready to hand for constructive co- 
operation in peace amongst the Great Powers, those Powers 
which have shown such amazing ability for co-operation 
in war. A> broadly conceived yet eminently practical plan 
for the progressive development of the whole of the Middle 
East can only be made to hinge upon the unique 
phenomenon of Jewish Palestine. 
practical and positive goal, based on such an exceptionally 
suitable opportunity, is the realistic method of extricating 
international negotiations from the bogs and quicksands of 
“blocs” and “spheres of influence.”. No littl moral 
courage is needed in statesmanship for this task, but it is 
only in tasks demanding such great courage that the bricks 
and mortar of true international collaboration can be pro- 
duced as they were by the supreme moral courage which 
inspired the great alliance. 

M. MoLotov’s reminder of the frailty of peace has come 
aptly in these Succot days. This: fragility, like that of the 
booths of our Festival, need not make mankind fear .their 
insecurity, providing—and this is the profound lesson we 
must learn—the spirit of the dwellers is strong in righteous- 
ness, and that the frailty of their structure is not the reflec- 
tion of weakness of spirit, but of their strength in their faith 
in the ultimate supremacy of justice, honour, and truth. 


“CAN YOU KEEP A SECRET?” 

THE spirit of censorship besides being a war-time necessit) 
can easily, in the case of weaker mentalities, become a bad and 
dangerous habit. 
boy persists .in most adults the thrill and consequent attraction 
of placing oneself.on the knowing side of a barrier of “ hush- 
hush ” will continue to make powerful appeal. That, tn itself, 
is a harmless indulgence in most cases, and only. regretted in 
its absence in such individuals as the publicity hound who, 
per contra, cannot conceive that anything he says or. does, 
however vapid or unimportant, should deserve to go unmen- 
tioned in the press. But there are times, especially in dealing 
with such serious matters as Jewish Defence, when conveners 
of meetings and chairmen should seek to exercise a maximum 
of common sense and .discretion, whatever may be the 
promptings of their emotions, the urges of their prejudice, or 
the seductiveness for the idle and incapable, of being ablé to 
talk without having to face their own words in cold. print. At 
130 members of the community 
were invited to confer under the -wing of the Council - of 
Manchester and Salford Jews on the subject of “ Means of 
Combating Anti-Semitism.” THE JEWISH CHRONICLE was 
inviied and duly attended. But the censorship. “ disease ” 
plus other things, perhaps even less creditable, had obviously, 
made inroads among the weaker mentalities; for no sooner had 
the meeting begun than, prompted by a note from a colleague, 
the Chairman discovered that the issuing of invitations to the 
press had been a mistake and moved a resolution that the 
meeting be private-—which was duly agreed. 


HOW NOT TO DO IT 


Now whether the community will be very much less wise 
on. the whole subject for not being permitted to share the 
words of wisdom uttered among the 130 at this meeting it 
is difficult to say, The official communiqué issued subsequently 
But, on the other hand, 
since that communiqué was concocted under the direction of 
those who deemed it necessary that the proceedings should be 
held in secret, it is permissible to infer that the most valuable 
contributions were omitted from the* colourless official state- 
ment. Untortunately for the community this. left-handed, 
clumsy way of dealing with a matter like Jewish Defence 
provides quite effective ammunition for the Jew-baiter, ammuni- 
tion, moreover, admirably suited to inflaming that terror of 
the unknown which is such a potent psychological factor 
amongst the masses he is out to exploit—as witness the grave 
consequences of the “Elders of Zion” myth. Since anti- 
Semites seek pretexts rather than reasons, it would be useless 
to tell them that nothing of any particular secrecy can have 
transpired, for the promoters of the meeting would scarcely 
have relied on the confidence of 130 townsmen in_ preference 
to the discretion of a newspaper editor; and that the matter 
to be concealed was therefore much more likely to be the 
absence rather than the presence of anything worth concealing. 
It is to be hoped that this specimen of gaucherie will be a 
lesson to Jews elsewhere in the serious pitfalls of * hush-hush ” 
and amateur censorship. Public work in general should be 
carried on in public. Reputable newspapers may always be 


relied upon to give fair and faithful reports; and such a report 
of a Jewish meeting has no reason to be feared by any meeting 
of Jews.

BEYOND ARGUMENT 


THERE sometimes come along jobs of work to be done « hich 
are at once so urgent and so plainly the responsibility of every 
individual in the community concerned that even when they 
present themselves to our own “ petty-politics”-infested Jey jx) 
people they brook neither argument nor delay.

But for these 
youngsters the possibility of full normal social health. of 
full unqualified “ belonging” to their environment, can ony 
be realiged in Jewish Palestine. This is a statement of fact 
which has nothing to do with whether one is ‘or is not a 
Jewish nationalist of with what brand of Zionism one favours. 
Individuals may be pleased or resentful at this state of affairs: 
it cannot affect the circumstances as they are, as’ described 
above. The work of Youth Aliyah, the task of caring for 
these youngsters, some of them victims of crippling sufferings, 
all of them inevitably to some extent thrown out of normality. 
is a mighty one. ‘They must be “nursed” back to a normal 
life. They must be integrated into the only social soil that 
can give them new roots; and experience has already .showp 
that really brilliant success is the result of this course of action 
in the vast majority of cases. It is difficult to discuss unemo- 
tionally the snatching back from the grave of Galut of al! that 
remains of our children in Europe. A million of them were 
slaughtered only a few months ago in an attempt to wipe 
out the Jewish people; an attempt to wipe them out—and that 
includes you! ©The atlempt nearly succeeded. It will have suc- 
ceeded far more than it need if we at this moment hold back 
from giving every assistance in our power for the rescuing of 
this fragile link in the chain of Jewish: survival.

The funds required for Jewish education, states 
Mr. Cohen. must be provided in a regular manner 
by the Leeds Jewish community as a whole, and 
the best system of Jewish education should be given 
free of all charge to every Jewish boy and girl. 
Instead of members of the community being asked 
(o give contributions to Jewish education on all 
sorts of occasions in the manner of a charitable 
appeal, every member of a Synagogue should pay a 
regular education contribution assessed in a fair 
manner on the basis of the price of his Synagogue 
seat-rental 

Iwo methods of assessment are presented, and 
the community is asked to decide on which is the 
fairer and more workable scheme: 

(a) All members to make an education con- 
tribution of half of his or her seat-rental, 
whatever be the amount of Synagogue contri- 
bution; t.c., a SO per cent assessment 

(b) The assessment to vary according to the 
rate of Synagogue contribution in the following 
manner:—(1) Synagogue contribution of less 
than 1/6d. per week, 40 per cent assessment ; 
(2) Synagogue contribution of from 1/6d. to 
3/6d. per week inclusive, 50 per cent assess- 
ment; (3) Synagogue contribution of more than 
3/6d. per weck, 60 per cent assessment. 

Fither of these methods would raise about 
£7,500 annually if applied in all Leeds Synagogues. 

At a joint meeting of the Assessment Scheme 
Committee and the Executive of the Leeds Talmud 
Torah, held in the Ministers’ Room, it was decided 
to open the Assessment Scheme Campaign 
immediately after the Holy-days, and that Mr. 
Henry Freedman, President of the Joint Council 
of Leeds Synagogues, be asked to present the 
scheme at a meeting of the members of all 
Synagogue councils, at which Professor S. Brodet- 
sky had intimated his desire to. be present.

JEWS 
The Rev. M. A. Jaffe, S.C.F. (S.E.A.C.), relating 


his experiences at a public meeting held by the 
Manchester Mizrachi and Torah Va'Avoda at 
Mamlock House, said that when he landed in 


Algiers just after the British and Americans had 
invaded that coast, the’ first Jewish person he met 
was the President of the Jewish community, who 
was also a leader of the underground movement. 
Eighty per cent of the members of that movement 
were Jewish, and on the night that the Allies landed 
in Algiers, 180 Jews were arrested by the Germans. 
Fortunately they were released next morning by the 
British.

OBITUARY 
MR. ALEC ALEXANDER 


The death occurred in Cairo yesterday week ot 
Mr. Aaton (Alec) Alexander, the well-known 
Jewish lawyer, at the age of 56. Mr. Alexander 
was born im Pretoria After graduating in classics 
at the University of the Cape of Good Hope he 
won a scholarship to Cambridge, where he took a 
first in both parts of the Law Tripos, was a 
Whewell Scholat, and a George Long and 
Macmahon prizeman. 

Settling in Cairo, he set up in practice and 
achieved an outstanding position in the legal pro- 
fession, representing many leading organisations and 
being concerned in litigation of international 
importance. In 1915 he married Victoria, daughter 
of Mr. Nissim Mosseri. 

In 1920 Mr Alexander defended the late 
Vladimir Jabotinsky. 

In England last year he was chairman of the 
Palestine Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, and played a leading part in the production 
of the Association’s Palestine Memorandum. 

He was a brother of Mr. Morris Alexander, 
K.C., M.P., the respected South African and 
Jewish leader. 

Mr. S. D. Temkin; Secretary of the ar 
Jewish Association, writes in the course of a 

ibute : 
othe death, which occurred suddenly last week, of Aaron 
(“Alec ") Alexander has brought to an end a carcer of 
distinction in Ancto-Egyptian life and rich in effort for 
many Jewish causes . His eminence was not confined 


to the professional sphere. He was a Governor of the’ 


British School at Cairo. and was instrumental in raising 
the George V Jubilee Fund by which it was equipped 
with new buildings at Heliopolis. He was a founder 
and an carly Presiden: of the Cairo Rotary Club. The 
years following the First World War saw much tension 
in Anglo-Egyptian rclations. Mr, Alexandcr’s genial 
personality, his diplomatic gifts, and his doggcdness in 
pursuing peace, were used to bring the conflicting ciements 
together, and his services in this connection were recognised 
in the highest quarters 

He maintained a continuous interest in the affairs of 
the Jewish Community of Cairo, for which he worked in 
more than one capacity. For a time he was Cairo corre- 
spondent of the MancnestTer GuarpiaN During the First 
World War he was among the small group which was con- 
cerned with the relief of Palestinian Jewry and the direction 
of the intelliechce system which operated behind the Turkish 
lines. Me first wem to Palestine after its. conquest by 
Allenby'’s forces, and thereafter took a close personal 
interest in the developmen of the Jewish National Home 
His connections with the Mosicm world. and his standing 
in British official circles in the Middle East, made him 
the invaluable aide of the Zionist leaders; he was always 
at their disposal, and his services were used from the days 
of the. first Zionist Commission in 1918 to the discussions 
which preceded the 1939 White Paper. 

During the Second World War. he acted as icgal adviser 
to the Trading-with-the-Enemy Branch of the Board of 
Trade* Sent to Eaypt on Government business in 1941, 
he took the opportunity of re-visiting Palestine. The gulf 
between the Jewish population and the British Administration 
affected him deeply, as did the manner in which =the 
Yishuv’s war effor was being frustrated. His desire to 
help seck.a fresh start in Palestine icd him to take an 
active part in the work of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 
The merits of the Association's Palestine Memorandum— 
and they are no less real because they may have been 
obscured in the minds of some by controversies which later 
arose—were due in no small measure to his painstaking 
handling’ of the preparatory discussions. The controversy 
hurt him. He was grieved to see a Strange spirit in Anglo- 
Jewish public life, and to feel that precious opportunitics 
were being thrown away before a wholly artificial agitation 

. . He hoped to proceed with his work on behalf of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association when he went out to Eayp' 
this surmmer 


MR. MAX FALK iLondon), aged 78, was a 
Warden of St. John’s Wood Synagogue from 1907 
tw 1910 and also served for a number of years as 
a member of the Board of Management. 


MR. FREDERICK BLACKSTON (Leeds), aged 
77: was admitted a solicitor in 1890 and was thé first 
Jewish solicitor to practise in Leeds. He was Hon. 
Solicitor to both the United Hebrew Congregation 
and the Léeds Jewish Board of Guardians for over 
half-a-century, and on his 70th birthday tributes 
were paid to him by all sections of the community.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Succah and The 
Galut 


“ That your generations may know that 1 éeiieed 
the Children of Israel to dwell in Succahs when 1 
brought them out of the Land of Egypt.” 
(Leviticus xxiii, 43.) 


( the three Pilgrim Festivals, the three occasions 
of joy in the Jewish year, Tabernacles is the 

Festival of Rejoicing par excellence. That 
name which is given to it has explicit Biblical 
sanction, “Thou shalt keep the Festival of 
Tabernacles for seven days, after that thou hast 
gathered in thy threshing-floor and th 
winepress, and thou shalt rejoice in thy festival ” 
(Deut. xvi, 13-14) Nor is the reason for this 
rejoicing far to seek It presupposes the Jewish 
people as an agricultural communiyy living in their 
own land. ¢ produce of the land has been 
blessed, the harvest has been gathered in, their 
granaries are bursting with the golden corn, their 
wine-vats brimming over, the uncerjainties and the 
anxieties of climatic conditions are a thing of the 
past, and Succot becomes the Harvest Festival, an 
occasion of undiluted joy. 

But this is not the only passage in the Bible which 
enjoins the celebration of the Festival. ec im- 
junction is found also in the 23rd chapter of 
Leviticus, and a comparison between the two 
passages is in the highest degree instructive, casting 
a new and hitherto unexpected light upon the spirit 
m which this Festival has to be celebrated, 
especially by those of us who are in the Diaspora. 
whose only harvest is a harvest not of the threshing- 
floor and of the wine-press but of sorrow and of 
tears. That comparison causes one remarkable 
point to emerge. passage in Deuteronomy 
which speaks of the joy of 1 Festival has no 
mention of the Succah; the passage in Leviticus 
which gives the command to dwell in the Succah, 
although it enjoins rejoicing with the Four Species, 
deliberately excludes the commandment to dwell in 
the Succah from the sphere of rejoicing 


HE reason for dwelling in the Succah is stated 
explicitly “that your generations may know 
that I caused the Children of Israel to dwell in 
Succahs when I brought them out-of the Land of 
Egypt.” Dwelling securely in their own homeland, 
rejoicing in the bountiful harvest which the Lord 
had given them, giving expression to that rejoicing 
with the agricultural products of the land, “the fruit 


_ of goodly trees, branches of palm trees, and boughs 


of thick trees, and willows of the brook,” they had 
nevertheless deliberately and consciously to project 
their minds out of that happy state, and think of 
a period of their national existence when there was 
neither home nor harvest, neither threshing-floors 
nor wine-vats, neither fruit of goodly trees nor 
branches of palm treés, neither boughs of thick 
trees nor willows of the brook, of the period ‘when 
their life was as arid and infertile as the wilderness 
in which they lived, and in that thought there was 
no room for rejoicing 

Then it is that we realise that the Succah ts the 
symbol not of the Harvest Festival and Home, but 
of the opposite, of infertility and homelessness, and 
then it is that all the wonderful symbolism which 
surrounds the Succah becomes clear and pointed. - 

“Go forth from your permanent abode and 
dwell in a tempo@@ry abode,” say our Rabbis in 
reference to the commandment of the Succah, and 
every regulation connected with it deliberately and 
of set purpose emphasises: the impermanence of this 
Structure... It had to be a rickety, unsubstantial 
edifice, open to the wind and the rain and to all 
the inclemencies of the weather. Its covering hdd 
to be uprooted from the soil, and the test of its 
comparative instability was established by the fact 
that it had to be able to withstand a normal wind 
but not an abnormal one 


IR the Succah is the symbol of the Galut, of the 

Diaspora, and not of our life when we.are in 
our own homeland enjoying the fruits of our own 
labour and rejoxing thereon. It is the symbol 
of the life wherein there is neither permanent home 
nor harvest. neither threshing-floor nor wine-vat.

tree. It is the symbol of the life whose outstanding 
characteristic, as the S'’chach is the outstanding 
characterBuc of the Succah, is of uprooting from 
its native soil. [tas tae symbol of the impermanence 
and insecurity of the life of the Galut, open to 
every inclemency of the political weather, to the 
wind and the rain and the storm. And we fondly 
imagine that it will withstand the winds that blow, 
and as we succes#ully overcome the winds of ill- 
will which at all times blow from all quarters, we 
fondly delude ourselves with the belief that .that 
temporary dwelling is a permanent one, that we 
are safe and secure in-that wilderness. And then 
comes an abnormal wind, a wind of unusually 
strong proportions, a Torquemada, a Chmielnicki, 
a Hitle- and we suffer a rude awakening*from our 
rosy dreams and our fond illusions. It tears up 
our insecure dwelling from its. foundations and 
reduces it to ruin and to the debris of utter 
destruction, and then, and then only, when it ts 
too late. we realise that nat in the Succah is the 


rejoicing, but in the Four Species which are the 


fruits of our own planting, that only where there 
is Home and Harvest, and threshing-floor and 
wine-press, is there the possibility of the rejoicing 
before the Lord ou: God which is the essence of 
this Pestival 

Yes. it is in the joylessness of the Galut, and 
not in the joy of our national regeneration in our 
own Homeland, that the true spirit of the com- 
mandment to dwell in the Succah can be felt and 
appreciated, and the result of that feeling will be 
the realisation that the dwelling in the Succah ol 
our life is but a temporary one, and when our 
sojourn there is ended we shall return to our 
permanent home, there truly to rejoice before the 
Lord our God.

AUSTRIAN REHABILITATION 


The key-part that Austria could play in unifing 
and rehabilitating Europe was stressed last week at 
A meeting organised by the London Bureau of 
Austrian Socialists in Britain at the Caxton Hall, 
Westminster. The occasion was marked by a speech 
by Oscar Pollak, the well-known Austrian 
refugee Socialist leader, who is shortly returning 
to Vienna to take up the post of editor of the 
newly-revived ARBERITER-ZeITUNG, 

Lord Faringdon, who presided, described the 
catastrophic plight of the Austrian people, the vast 
rg sm | of whom, he claimed, had been opposed 
to NaZi aggression. 

Austrian Socialists, declared Mr. W. Warbey, 

.P. for Luton, had never lost faith, even during 
the darkest days of war, Unlike certain other 
Socialists, who had been bitten with the poison 
of racialism, Austrian Socialists had never 
countenanced race hatred. 

Mr. R. H, S. Crossman, M.P. for Coventry, who 
was in charge, during the war, of B.B.C. trans- 
to Germany, testified, from personal know- 

dge, to the spirit of resistance of the Austrian 
workers to the Nazis after the seizure of their 
country in 1938. It was the time of the horrible 
pogroms; but the spirit of the Austrian movement 
still lived. To-day they must help Austria play 
her part in uniting Europe. Vienna held a key 


position in deciding whether or not we were to drift | 


into a third world war. It was essential that military 
government in Austria be replaced by civil affairs 
administration, Austrivn refugees should be per- 
mitted to return. 

Mr. Oscar Pollak, who 1s Vice-Chairman of the 
Fabian International Bureau, described the problems 
that faced them in Austria. ‘Of 30,000 Viennese 
children cxamined, less than 3 per cent were free 
from symptoms of malnutrition.

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THANKSGIVING WEEK 
By AUNTIE 


N. Bible times, Succot, our third harvest festival, 
was one of gratitude and rejoic'ng. Everyone 
earned their living on the land, even as gur 

Chalutzim are doing now, and you can imagine 
when the. people at the end of a hard year’s work 
saw the bountiful product of their labour they gave 
thanks for the rich gifts of nature. So, just before 
the season changed to winter, when vineyards and 
fruit orchards, cornfields, and olive plantations had 
yielded their treasures, the people sang with real 
feeling, “ Give thanks to the Lord for He is good, 
His mercy endureth for ever.” 

There is an additional pleasure thiS year. for we 
our Succah again in the evening and 
have all our meals there. To my mind, there is no 
evening meal in the year to compare with that first 
time in the Succah, when we sit crowded together 
round the narrow table, with flickering candle-lights 
Shining, and with the last ray- of the setfing sun 
gleaming redly through the glossy laurel leaves that 
form the roof." We remember how wher the people 
left Egypt they had only portable homes, with frail 
boughs for a roof It gives us quite a thrill to 
pretend we are copying our ancestors. 

Then the next morning, what a joy to walk with 
dad and to be allowed to carry the precious Lulab 
or Etrog (of course, as the first day this year falls 
on Shabbat, we cannot use the Lulab until the next 
day). The Lulab (palm) is bound with the myrtle 
and willow and held together with a piece of palm 
fibre: these, with the Etrog. form the four plants 
used on this festival. 

In Temple days, the festival had another joyous 
note, for it included the Feast of Water-drawing, 
and the Rabbis says that “ he who has not seen the 
joy of water-drawing has never seen complete joy.” 
There was a short impressive ceremony at the end 
of the first day of: Succot, when a golden flagon 
filled with water from the pool of Siloam was 
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brought to the Water-Gate. eh priest on. duty 
announced its arrived by blowing three notes on 
the Shofar. one long-drawn-out note, then a quaver- 
ing one, and the third again drawn out, The notes 
of the Shofar summoned the people to join in the 
revels, and helter-skelter they all ran to’ the spot. 
After the pouring of the water, torchlights were 
produced and a dance by moonlight followed; 
merry songs were sung by the crowd and musical 
instruments, such as lyres or harps, played the 
simple accompaniments. Gradually the throng 
approached the Temple, and with dignity the priests 
went up the 15 steps, singing a Psalm on each and 
blowing a ‘trumpet, 

But the wonderful joyous week is not yet over. 
The seventh day (next Friday) *s called Hoshana 
Rabba. As you can see, the Succot festival is a 
blend of joy and seriousness. Because it is sO soon 
after the solemnity of Rosh Hashana. and Yom 


Kippur, we still feel the serious side of life, and. 


Hoshana Rabba is an echo of Yom Kippur. As on 
Shavuot, many people spend the entire night tn a 
special service, which mainly consists of extracts 
from the Torah and Mishna. The morning service 
has many solemn prayers, and a Special feature is 
the use of a’ willow branch which is beaten. Some 
Say that the beating off of the leaves of these 
slender willow twigs is symbolic of the final casting 
off of sit? and so completes the Yom ~ Kippur 
absolution.

TOWARDS A JEWISH DOMINION 


In all the discussions at the Zionist Conference con- 
cerning the future of Palestine and its formation into a 
Jewish State, there was apparently little, if any, mention 
of the suggestion that such a State should be a member 
of the Beitish Commonwealth of Nations. It is well 
xoown that there is an influential body of British non- 
Jewish opinion in favour of Palestine’s becoming a British 
Dominion. Much Zionist opinion is in favour first of the 
formation of a Jewish State, and then of its “ opting ” 
into the British Commonwealth. Might | suggest that, 
in view of the Arab agitation against the formation of a 
Jewish State, this approach is the wrong way round. If 
Britain were to take over Palestine compictely and arrange 
for its administration. at least at first, as a Crown Colony, 
then surely it could take the responsibility for allowing 
full-scale Jewish immigration, for maintaining order, and 
for assisting every aspect of the development of the 
country, both for Jew and Arab. Just as in Canada, 
French and English settlers have developed their respec- 
tive cultures within their own arcas, though they all bencfit 
from the general economic devclopmem and resources of 
the whole country, so. in Palestine, Jews and Arabs would 
be free to develop their own cultures within their own 
accas, which neec not then be rigidly demarcated. There 
would then be no need for partition, and consequently the 
trrigational and general developmem of the country (the 
Jordan Valley ‘Authority, etc., as proposed by Lowdermilk 
in his “ Palestine, Land of Promise’) would not be 
impeded. I have recently been able to discuss the matter 
with a British army officer who has spent some time in 
Feyvrt and Palestine He has egrcat praise for the work 
of our brethren in the colonics, in Tel-Aviv, etc., but says 


that the Palestine Arabs he has spoken to in town and 
country fear being compictely swamped by large-scaic 
Jewish immigration. Nevertheless, there is a reasonable 


body of Arab opinion which would Be in favour of the 


Crown Colony idea, as being certain to safeguard Arab 
interests Such a regime could allow for full Jewish 
development’ with regional autonomy; and given sym- 


pathetic and enlightened rule by Britain (such as we might 
reasonably expect the present Government), Pales- 
tine should soon be capable of becoming a scif-governing 
Dominion, It could not. of course, become a completely 
Jewish State, but Jews would be free to work out theic 
own destiny. We should, in tact, have almost all the 
advantages of statchood while the Arabs would be made 
to fec! that their interests were fully safeguarded by Britain

False 


Generalisations 


[' is natural that in an age that has perfected 
the slogan, the habit of poneeteonee should 
be so prevalent. But unfortunately, the slick 
phrase, the brief and witty comment, or the 
devastating criticism contained in a sardonic sen- 
tence, carry with them a habit of mental 
foreshortening of facts and are often as misleading 
as they are effective. And when history comes to 
be written, the habit of facile generalisation will 
without doubt find a prominent place in the list 
of causes for so much that has afflicted the world 
in the present era. ) 

The modern newspaper is. often, through its 
clever headlines, a potent factor in encouraging the 
great mass of its readers to skim easily over the 
mass of evidence through which they should 
properly explore before arriving at such a definite 
conclusion as that contained probably in the head- 
line. It. may be asked whether it is a bad thing 
that, in an age of bustle and hurry, with everybody 
doing so much more and going so much farther 
than did their grandparents, the facts of a given 
Situation can be so conveniently summed up for 
the reader in a headline in his morning journal. 
Does he not, through the neat headline and the care- 
fully . summarised report, get information upon 
subjects which he has neither the time nor the 
inclination to study? Does not the generalisation 
habit therefore add to, and not subtract from, 
the general volume of the world’s wisdom? 

Of course, one must take into account, when 
deploring the headline habit, the fact that very 
few people have the time to make a prolonged 
study of anything to-day. But neither did they in 
the past. The great mass of people in bygone 
days simply left study to the people who had both 


the opportunity and the inclination for it, and either 


accepted as a matter of faith certain established 
principles, or disregarded them. altogether. 

the question arises of whether mankind is 
really better off with the snap wisdom of the many 
than it could be with the considered wisdom of 
the few. In the past, the considered wisdom of 
the few was not by any means invariably used in 
the proper way, and was sometimes the means of 
exploiting and cheating the many. Still, we have 
learnt in the last bitter years some of the dangers 
into which the snap wisdom of the many may lead 


us. 
Absurdity of Particular Instances 


Unfortunately the absurdity of particular in- 
stances is not always apparent. When housing 
difficulties beset the wives of returning soldiers, for 
instance, and automatically they arrive, through the 
agency of newspaper headline influence, at the 
conclusion that refugees from Nazi Europe have 
bagged all the available houses, the mischief is 
the more dangerous because the less paraded. 

We Jews have always suffered to a great extent 
from the effect of false generalisations, and, of 
course, Nazi Germany used. the anti-Jewish general- 
isation aS a major plank in its whole rotten 
platform. 

There are deep and instinctive causes for the 
human facility of jumping to. conclusions generally 
and then precipitating the blame for uncomfortable 
circumstances upon some often quite irrelevant 
object. The first and most obvious is to be 
found among all primitive peoples, and is identified 
in history as the scapegoat process of thought. 

But that alone does not account for the readiness 
with which so many of us like to believe that all 
our troubles can be solved by a word or a slick 
sentence of so-called political wisdom. -For that, 
it is necessary to take notice of the fundamental 
laziness and inertia which is so deadly an influence 
in human life—laziness, not only of action, which 
is bad, but also of thought, which is worse. Thus 
the lazy person readily jumps at an easy “solution” 
of difficult problems which might otherwise lead 
them into the necessity of really utilising their God- 
given faculties of thinking and learning. 

And now that the war is oves, there 1s more than 
ever need; in this connegtion, to take care that a 
section of humanity does not provide an éasy field 
for the sower of generalisations. whose most fertile 
ground is in the minds of the indolent. Besides 
those people who have worked here strenuously all 
through the war to give us victory, there has also 
been a section, on the Continent, in the Nazi- 
occupied countries, whose acknowledged best con- 
tribution has-.lain in exactly the opposite direction 
—not working strenuously, for. their temporary 
oppressors the Nazis. But unhappily. especially 
among the young, this can be a‘two-edged sword, 
and the habit of not working in unfavourable times 
can persist in a favourable period. 

Also, there 1s’ a section of people whose busi- 
nesses have been curtailed through world shortages, 
and the habit of doing no business may become a 
fixed one, through inertia. even when = supplies 
become freer. 

So we have two types who may become idlers 
both physically and mentally, and thus lose the 
habit of real thought—which means they will absorb 
dangerous generahsations the easier. The solution 
seems to be a real attempt at. re-education in habits 
of regular work and study.
